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THE  EUGENIO  GE BAUER  COLLECTION 
OF  COLOMBIAN  GOLD  COINS 

It  is  Stack’s  privilege  to  offer  here  what  is  probably  the  most  exten- 
sive collection  of  Colombian  gold  ever  to  appear  on  the  U.  S.  market.  The 
collection  was  formed  over  a period  of  many  years  by  Eugenio  Gebauer,  a 
gentleman  with  strong  Latin  American  ties  and  a deep  interest  in  Colom- 
bia’s long  and  fascinating  national  story. 

An  immersion  in  the  Colombian  series  can  almost  be  considered  the 
ultimate  numismatic  paradise  for  the  dedicated  collector.  The  tide  of  his- 
tory decreed  that  the  first  two  hundred  years  of  relative  Spanish  Imperial 
calm  was  to  be  followed  by  a century  and  a half  of  seemingly  unending 
political  change.  Each  period  is  clearly  reflected  in  the  coinage. 

In  spite  of  the  continual  turbulance  that  marked  the  modern  republi- 
can period,  the  coinage  as  a whole  can  be  seen  to  be  contained  within 
reasonable  boundaries,  although  there  is  one  curiosity  that  merits  a pass- 
ing mention.  For  three  hundred  years  the  output  of  the  Colombian  mints 
was  largely  gold.  The  huge  silver  deposits  of  Mexico  and  Peru  were  not 
found  in  the  northern  part  of  the  Latin  American  sub-continent.  There 
was  a satisfactory  supply  of  gold  and  emeralds,  but  silver  largely  ap- 
peared only  as  a by-product  of  the  refining  process.  As  a result  early 
silver  coins  of  Colombia  are  very  scarce.  It  follows  that  a collection  of 
historic  Colombian  coins  can  quite  easily  be  limited  to  the  gold  issues 
alone,  as  this  one  is. 

Under  the  Spanish  Empire  the  initial  output  of  the  Santa  Fe  mint 
was,  of  course,  a variety  of  Cob  pieces  that  have  charm  for  those  endowed 
with  subtle  sensitivities.  By  mid  18th  century  the  milled  issues  reflecting 
the  majestic  traditions  of  the  Spanish  monarchy  began  to  appear,  to  be 
followed  after  independence  in  1819  by  an  extensive  group  of  remarkable 
varieties.  There  are  enough  complications  in  the  series  to  provide  a satis- 
factory competitive  challenge.  To  become  involved  in  it  is  enough  to  make 
any  collector  a distinguished  numismatist.  This,  indeed,  is  what  happened 
to  Mr.  Gebauer.  After  decades  of  enjoyable  hard  work  and  study  he  now 
feels  it  is  time  to  pass  the  results  of  his  efforts  on  to  the  next  generation 
of  collectors. 

The  Gebauer  Collection  thus  presents  a unique  opportunity  because  it 
is  marked  by  an  in-depth  coverage  not  easy  to  find  in  such  a complicated 
series.  The  number  of  Cobs  is  unusual,  while  the  broad  sweep  of  the 
Imperial  and  early  Republican  8 Escudos,  followed  by  the  higher  denomi- 
nations of  the  later  regimes,  is  impressive.  These  are  accompanied  by 
representative  examples  of  the  smaller  denominations.  We  hope  that  the 
new  owners  will  be  able  to  do  justice  to  the  scholar  who  devoted  so  many 
productive  years  putting  the  group  together. 
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COLOMBIA  AND  ITS  MINTS 

The  coast  of  Colombia  was  one  of  the  first  parts  of  America  to  be  discovered  by  the 
Spaniards,  whose  ships  made  several  brief  visits  between  1499  and  1501,  in  fact  Columbus 
himself  stopped  at  Veragua  and  Portobello  on  his  last  voyage  in  1502.  Lands  first  granted 
to  two  of  the  Conquistadores  were  taken  over  by  the  Crown  in  1514  and  formed  into  the 
province  of  Tierra  Firme.  The  area  later  became  known  as  the  Nuevo  Reino  de  Granada 
and  eventually  was  given  the  administrative  title  of  the  Presidency  of  New  Granada  in 
1564.  After  several  other  changes  of  designation  the  lands  were  first  given  Vice  Regal 
status  in  1718.  At  that  time  the  area  covered  included  the  present  day  Colombia  as  well 
as  Venezuela,  Panama  and  Ecuador. 

Once  the  Colombian  coastal  areas  had  been  secured  by  Spain  the  Conquistadores 
turned  their  attention  inland  to  investigate  rumors  of  gold.  The  subsequent  expansion 
became  known  as  the  search  for  El  Dorado.  Unlike  most  myths  of  fabulous  wealth  this  one 
turned  out  to  be  substantially  true.  The  Colombian  interior  mountains  and  high  plateaus 
were  rich  in  gold  and  emeralds.  In  1537  Santa  Fe  de  Bogota  was  founded  and  remains  the 
Capital  to  this  day. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Simon  Bolivar  the  country  won  practical  independence  from 
Spain  in  1819  although  military  engagements  with  the  Spanish  forces  continued  until 
1824.  By  1830  the  provinces  of  Venezuela  and  Ecuador  sought  independence  of  their  own 
from  the  new  Republic.  There  followed  a century  of  sporadic  Colombian  civil  wars  and 
serious  political  confrontations.  After  five  different  regimes  and  national  designations 
were  tried  and  abandoned,  a certain  stability  was  at  last  achieved  after  World  War  II. 
Nearly  all  of  these  changes  were  reflected  in  the  coinage. 


SANTA  FE  DE  BOGOTA  - NR 

It  takes  almost  an  act  of  faith  to  comprehend  the  effect  of  the  New  World  on  the  first 
Europeans  to  arrive  here.  The  Spaniards,  much  to  their  shock,  found  that  a coinage  did  not 
exist.  Even  more  confusing,  the  native  population  could  not  understand  what  money  and 
coinage  meant  to  the  Conquistadores.  As  in  all  parts  of  New  Spain  in  the  early  days  of 
discovery,  pieces  of  unmarked  gold  and  silver  were  traded  for  use  as  jewelery  and  in  the 
arts.  But  the  precious  metals  had  no  great  value  to  the  natives.  At  first,  the  Spaniards  could 
not  grasp  how  mines  could  be  operated  without  small  low  value  coins  of  the  kind  familiar 
to  them,  to  pay  the  workers.  Of  course  the  Indians  were  finally  enslaved  so  the  problem  was 
solved.  But  at  the  same  time  it  was  found  that  the  irregular  weights  and  finenesses  of  the 
raw  gold  and  silver  were  an  impediment  to  the  trade  Spain  was  trying  to  encourage  and  led 
to  fraud  in  the  payment  of  taxes.  In  short,  the  situation  was  not  unlike  that  in  California  in 
the  immediate  aftermath  of  the  discovery  of  gold  in  1848.  Refining  and  minting  facilities 
were  urgently  required  in  the  Tierra  Firme  province. 

The  records  in  the  Archives  of  the  Indies  show  that  it  took  almost  a century  of  bureau- 
cratic bumbling  and  confusion  before  the  first  mint  was  established  in  1622  and  a small 
quantity  of  gold,  silver  and  base  metal  coins  were  struck.  None  of  these  pieces  appears  to 
have  survived.  The  earliest  coin  bearing  a Nuevo  Reino  mint  mark  seems  to  have  been  made 
in  1633.  The  issues  during  the  greater  part  of  the  17th  century  were  somewhat  sporadic, 
although  we  know  that  gold  predominated.  It  wasn’t  until  1718  that  Jose  Prieto  was  grant- 
ed a contract  by  Philip  V to  strike  coins.  The  Crown  did  not  take  over  the  direct  control  of 
this  private  operation  until  1751.  In  that  year  a new  mint  facility  was  ready  for  use.  The 
first  milled  gold  coins  were  issued  in  1757  and  1758  under  Ferdinand  VI.  Between  1753 
and  1819,  64,072,484  ounces  (pesos)  of  the  precious  metal  were  turned  into  coin.  The 
Archives  do  not  disclose  how  much  of  this  amount  was  in  gold. 

While  the  Bogota  mint  remained  in  operation  under  the  various  Republican  regimes, 
gold  was  not  struck  continuously  and  the  standard  of  the  coinage  changed  frequently. 
Between  1886  and  1912  no  gold  coins  were  struck,  but  from  1913  to  1930  gold  was  coined 
every  year  except  the  war  years.  Also,  non-circulating  legal  tender  pieces  were  produced  to 
satisfy  the  burgeoning  demand  in  the  late  1960’s  and  1970’s.

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MEDELLIN 

Medellin  was  established  on  the  high  plateau  in  1674  in  an  area  rich  in  gold 
with  no  great  quantity  of  silver.  Naturally  the  mining  and  refining  of  precious 
metals  were  the  principle  industries.  Nevertheless  no  steps  were  taken  to  set  up  a 
mint  until  the  mid  19th  century  when  the  first  coins,  gold  Pesos,  were  struck  in 
1862.  Further  issues  of  these  small  coins  were  made  until  1872.  At  the  same  time 
the  5,  10  and  20  Peso  denominations  appeared  at  intervals  during  the  1860’s  and 
1870’s.  The  last  Colombian  gold  coin  of  the  century  was  a Medellin  5 Pesos  dated

The  province  and  the  city  of  Popayan  were  named  after  a particularly  warlike 
Indian  Chief  who  gave  the  Conquistadores  a great  deal  of  trouble.  The  area  was 
finally  brought  under  control  in  1536  and  the  city  founded  two  years  later  in  1538. 
It  is  situated  on  the  high  plateau  about  240  miles  from  Bogota  on  the  old  trade 
route  between  that  city  and  Quito.  Originally  under  the  Viceroyalty  of  Peru,  the 
area  was  placed  under  the  Governor  of  Quito  in  1540.  It  was  transferred  to  Nuevo 
Granada  when  that  Viceroyalty  was  re-established  in  1739. 

The  entire  province  lay  at  the  center  of  the  richest  gold  producing  section  of 
early  Colombia.  Originally  much  of  the  metal  lay  near  or  on  the  surface  and  so  was 
easily  subject  to  the  placer  methods  of  extraction.  While  other  areas  in  Spanish 
America  produced  gold  in  the  form  of  bars,  the  gold  dust  of  Popayan  was  handled 
in  bags. 

A mint  was  authorized  by  Royal  decree  in  1729,  with  the  requirement  that  it  be 
operated  under  private  contract.  In  1756,  the  Crown  took  control  and  production 
began  shortly  thereafter.  The  handsome  milled  gold  finally  appeared  in  1758  and 
lasted  until  1820.  Here  it  should  be  noted  that  no  Cobs  were  issued  at  Popayan. 
Under  the  later  Republican  regimes  milled  coins  were  issued  from  1822  until  1878. 
During  the  remaining  years  of  the  century  the  economy  of  the  province  declined. 
The  sources  of  gold  dried  up  and  the  Mint  was  not  reopened  when  gold  coinage 
was  resumed  at  Bogota  and  Medellin  in  1913.
